Portia furnishes a proper form of excuse for any 
shortcoming, as well as athoughl for brief cori- 
sldtraliun, Ibis 
evening, viz: 
Action—tlie 


power TO no. Our subjeci will bo mainly an 
examination of human action, or conduct, in 
Its various hearings on society, and may fairly 
he viewed airelat ng to threo degrees of liberty, 
as exercised by mankind. 


But befoie entering into this examination, 


let us for a fow moments, in reference lo 
thoughts hnctoforn expressed before you, con- 
sider the gieatost of all action—the movcmoi^ 
of creation, ns discovorod and unfolded by Py- 
thagoras, Newton and Lal'lace, who have fur- 
nished us inir knowledge of the mechanism of 
the universe, tlie giandunr of tho motion of 
innumerably worlds within the Celestial Sphere, 
and which foreshadows and ptutially discloses 
the Majesty, the Mystery, anil the Omnipotence 
of thn Crr itor. 
In giving proper ciedit for 


these discoveries, it is not necessary to detract 
from tho just fame of Galileo, whose name has 
been introduced several times, and pretty se- 
verely animadverted upon, In discourses before 
this Institute. He was a lipc scholar, aud for 
many yoais 1'iofessor of Mathematics in tho 
Uuivcrsilipi ol 1'ka, and Padua, where groat 
crowds floeked to hear him, not because of any 
dis'overy li" had made, but because he had dis- 
carded the ' hen almost universal belief in the 
truth of the I'lolcmilc, and accepted tlie Py- 
ttmgorun tluory—>1 the oaith revolving aiound 
the suu. 
This theory had almost been lost 


sight of for .2,000 years, and then but recently 
revived by Copernicus; and, happily, about 
the same time a Dutchman placed some glasses, 
accidental]-,, in such a position as to make dis- 
tant object^ seem near. 
This knowledgo, Gal- 


ileo, whose perception was strong, and power 
of adaptation qtucK, utilized, by adjusting a 
rude teli-sc ipo, which he turned upon Ihe 
Planet Jupiter, and behold, to the wonder of 
the world, what any of us may see wilh com- 
mon oporu glasses, the salelites of that planet, 
whoso revolution, proved by n parity of reason- 
ing, the trnih of ihe Pythagonun theory, ao re- 
ccntly adop'ed by him. Yet, In this, Galileo 
invented nothing, and discovered no general 
principle, as did Koplar and Newton. But the 
presligo ol liis name, aa a great scholar, did 
more prob.ibly than anything else to convince 
mankind uf their long continued error. Ho 
bad ample pioof, now, in saying thai Ihe earth 
moved. Jlul as ibis preceded the, discovery of 
Newton's ,md Kcplar's laws, he had no accurate 
knowledge of its compound movements, the 
great distance or immense velocity of its orbital 
motion. 
Not of its ODcilation, which gives its 


orbit a scolloping instead of a continuous curve. 
Nor thai nther motion, called the precession of 
the equinoxes, by which, in the long period of 
26,000 ye.irs, there is a relative change of the 
pole, and tho equator to Iho sun. 
(Thai this 


change h.is taken place, at least once during 
the existei.ee of the earth, is indicated, further, 
by geological discoveries of tropical palrifac- 
lions, by Dr. Hall, in his Arctic researches, 
north of the 81st parallel of north latitude.) 
And it is now asserted by astronomers, and is, 
doubtless, true, lhal moliou itid gravitation 
pertain to all Ihe fixed stars, as well as to the 
planets; s,> that tho worlds of tho universe may 
be bound together, even as the wheels of one 
great maclune, so vast and soexacl in all parls, 
that il is tho grealesl folly to beliove lhal crea- 
tion is a work of chanco. 


And, my good friends, may not radicalism be 


likened unto this motion of our earth around 
tho sun, which, while traveling six hundred 
millions <>f miles a year, has not varisd the 
lOOlh part of a second in 2,009 years, while the 
conservative movement of lho precession of Iho 
equinoxes, goes so slowly lhat il lakes Ihous- 
ands of generations to return to its starting 
point. 


All motions and forces have their uses. In- 


deed, aflfi the work of creallon, motion seems 
to be the highest manifestation of Divine Power. 
Stagnation is death; action is life, and radi- 
cal velociiy purifies, whilo conservative slolh 
may vitalize. 


Bul let us turn our altention to Human Ac- 


tion, or c.mJuct, iu its various baanngs on tbo 
human family. First, then, as lo man's con- 
duct before he enters into a social stale, aud 
while yet an uncouth savage, or barbarian. 
He is under no restraint. His object is (o do 
only as he sees fit; lo have no regard for Hie 
well-be'iiu of anything except himself; where 
no quality of mercy or human pity enters his 
Lcart; but to slay aud devour, to gorge, to 
sleep; to find his amusement in the torture of 
those w!uin be destroys; and in tho end to 
die as the wild beasts of the forest. 


Thus, -'V(i perceive lhal Natural Liberty is 


only brnte force. Then by degrees, slowly or 
with err.ilic movement, a semi-civilized condi- 
tion is obtained, Vhere a sort of ru Jc society, 
after tbe iiiaiuier of sorncjof our Indian tribes, 
or Highland clans, or Germanic hordes, of other 
days, or the English Feudal system, v here 
thousands were the serfs of one master, or lord, 
or chisf. Through these gradations there comes 
at last, that second well-defined condition called 
civil society, whose Liberty is governed bj mu- 


qiiently than otherwise, at the expense of 
othots; uflun netting himself an absolute loss, 
for the time being, that he might be able to 
crush liis cnmp'-lltor. 
And tlie railroad king, 


who it is said never built a mile ot road in his 
lifti, bul abRorbed the means and roads of others, 
without a just equivalent. These instances, 
while they show the necessity of tbo qualifica- 
tion referred lo, also show tlie need of reslraint 
upon the greed of acquisition, which might 
easily and honi'ttly be accomplished by a grad- 
uated system of taxation. 
It would be bettor 


for Ihe liappl tie-is and liberty of mankind that 
a thousand men should have, equally divided, 
one hundred millions of dollars, than that great 
sum should br in the control of any frenzied 
monomaniac. 


Moderate wealth diffused throughout the land 


acts as the gnntle rains of heaven, descending 
upon all, giving sustenance and life wheiever it 
is needed ; but enormous wealth, as the torna- 
do, confined to a narrow channel, deals des- 
truction atid drsolation along its entire path. 


The statesman who has the prescience and 


the courage to lead the people to demand a 
reslraint upon excessive fortunes Is the heir to 
his country's highest honors, and a benefactor 
to his race. 


And although not fully within the scope of 


my subject, while I am thus reviewing, with 
all deference, permit mo to diasfiit from the 
position taken by our worthy President, iu 
placing bookmakers without Ihe pale of .good 
English society 


The Isolated <'aso of Prime Minister Flit re- 


fusing cifice to Robert Burns, on the plea that 
book-making was merely a mechanical art, 
(which the Uliatr cited), is not of itself sufficient 
proof to show the status of boi.ii-makers; nor 
that other illustration of the C'! air, wherein it 
was shown thai, all snobdom w»s aghast at the 
wondeiful condescension of I!IQ 3rd George, 
King of England, in givlnj and cnce for thitty 
minutes to l>i. Johnson, the f romost scholat 
of ins day. Nw we must obb-irve that there 
aro grades in socicly as well as , radcs of boo'i- 
makiirs, aud us it would not bo 'air lo class Al- 
fiod the GIC.U .vitli Britain's muauest King, so 
it nould be urijusl to class Mcl/auley, Motley, 
Pope or Bryatn, Tennyson or L ingt'ellow with 
Uiose wlio inaLa very p'i,jr hook3. And again, 
Quuen Vietoim, (the head of g"od English so- 
cu'ty), wrole a book aa a mem irial to Prince 
Albert, and presented it to Mr. Chailes Dick- 
ens, the book-maker, as a tnb.ite ''from Ihe 
least to llie i;realebt author." 
So also the 


present and tuo piecudiug Prime Ministers ol 
Ureat Britain, . 
piz : Disraeli, Gladstone, and the 


lalu Loid Deihy, thought it not beneath them ; 
nay, perhaps, plumed themselves upon their 
ability to ruak; bouks, more than upon their

Everybody who works is admitted to have, 


need of repose occasionally from labor, and 
.hose who do nothing require relief from the 
ennui, or weariness of having " nothing to do," 
And custom seems to be strong as the law, and 
nearly every one thinks that they require a 
change from the monotonous tontine of every 
day labor In life, and should take recreation by 
spending a few days from borne in ihe summer 
season, if nothing more than an occasional sboit 
excursion abroad. "But there are a great many 
pcrsons-among all classes of people who need a 
vacation that never can find leisure to Indulge 
n anything like pastime, because the care and 
resuonsibilily of Ihelr^ppsition clings to them 
eveljr hoofejn the twenty-four. If awake, care 
and duty occuipl^i tiH$g]$MMighls, and asleep it 
disturbs tlw'ir rtr«il$i».( It, Is the ceaseless cares 


if inoUierho&d.'to wllicti we specially allude, 
which is surrounded with (lie most harrowing 
duties, because mothers are not duly required 
o think for themselves,' but to do nearly all tin' 
.Milking f,jl the, J-ar D:J'j±NroHd«j>liUH»ul.ifre»v- 
wlio aie Incapable of their own direction. 
And 


the constraint of maternal love increases Ihe 
duly, and makes It more difficult, consequently 
mothers become entirely overworked, wh» have 
children lo rear, Iheie bodies, Iheir diet, their 
ninds, and their morals lo superintend. And 
who is it that needs rest and recreation if 
nothers do not? 
The gieatest number of 


whom never see any resl for themselves, nor 
even hope for a short, temporary cessation from 
.he tm moil attendant upon the care aud keep- 
ing of Ihe dear little dependant creatures from 
whom they cannot be released, except by 
events they most dread lo see occur—tho liber- 


llon by death. 
Womanhood and Us sur- 


roundings are shaded with rather a dark pic- 
ture of gloom in this world ; tbe pain of parturi- 


,ion, and Ihe subsequent trouble and trials of 
rearing the offspring, which devolves in a great 
measure upon the women, seoms lo bo unfair, 
or they cannot close the nursery, as their hus- 
lauds can ihe counting bouse or workshop 
and go about lo take a sniff of fresh air. 
But 


jusbands could relieve their wives, to a meri- 
torious extent, by reasonably taking a share in 
the care and management of children, however 
not to make women of themselves altogether, 
but lo bear in mind lhat if they are busy 
abroad, their wives are no less busy at home, 
stiwing lo drill properly Iheir liltlo squad of 


infantry " for dress parade wluu their hus- 


bands come homo, and seem cheerful and wili- 
ng to divide, aud make easy Ihe evening toil 
of the day. 
Cheerfulness is akin to rest, and 


is soothing to a care-worn spirit, and if hus- 
bands would bring home with them an atmos- 
•pbere of sunshine, it would choer Ihe molhers 
of Iheir children, and their lives would cease to 
be wearisome. 
Want of sympathy wears out 


,ho spirit of women as much as toil; and with- 
out sympalhy Ihey would be wan and worn, 
though they had all the riches of India at their 
command. For there are certain obligations 
which cannot bo redeemed by any amount of 
wealth, but what money cannot accomplish, af- 
fection can, and husbands should relieve Iheir 


ivesj)f all the anxiely they possibly can.

Paris, the Emperor of Brazil, a high toned so- 
ciety man, feteJ and made mu Jh of by every 
notable, who could capture hit , conveyed his 
impciial compliments to Victor Hugo, Ihe book- 


,aki;r, and sL.ited lhat he wof'd be happy lo 


receive a call f, om him. Hugo jourteuusly de- 
clined tho honor upon the plcu that he never 
made calls. But the Emptier, ueing an enter- 
pi isiug man und in no way disomraged, signi- 
fied thai ho would waive the rule of etiquette, 
and asked permission to call upon the aulhor ; 
but the aulhor being equally courteous smoolhed 
the way and in ranged a meeting in the Senate 
chamber. And to the books of the greatesl 
Frenchman of Ihu cenluiy, Piusidenl Thiers, 
are his countrymen indebted as much as lo his 
consummate statesmanship, foi his writings 
educated Iheni to the point of self-government 
where Ihey now so proudly stand amidst Ihe 
surrounding monarchies. And so we see lhal 
upon Ihe continent, as well as in England and 
America, authors aie a recognized active power, 
and an honorable class in polite society. And 
for good reason, for no greater benefit can be 
done to mankind than to record Ihe experience 
and knowledge of the wisest of the race. 


To be instructed and enlightened by books, 


aud lo be cheered and enlivened by tbe pres- 
ence of St. Cecilia and her colerie of graces and 
muses ; to dispense mirth and pleasure, and in- 
spire Ihose amenities which make life earnest 
and elegant, and cultivate all thai is useful and 
interesting in tbe arts nud sciences; in a word, 
to Und your own pleasure in the comfort and 
happiness of your cultivated companions, is 
tlie crown of joy in good society, to which all 
good authors have a rigtit of entrance. 


But we will pass with a very few wfcrds from 


these considc-alions growing out ol social life, 
to thai bighehl state of existence which awaits

brothers one is a vivacious lad wbu likes his 
studies, learns quickly, and always brings his 
lesson perfect, and the other learns wilh toil 
aud distaste only because he must, and as of- 
ten as notprefeis ihe dunce's place or the risk 
of a flogging lo ihe ledious cBort, there will al- 
ways be some of the more overtly sagacious of 
their kinsfolk to shake their heads over the fa- 
cile progress of the clever lad, as inevitably de- 
lusive because facile, and to predict the-success 
of the future for Ihe dull boy, on the ground 
that he is a dull boy.

capacity is not extended to Ihe ripening intel- 
lect only. 
A discreet amount of dulness will 


pass off any sane man for the possessor of gieat 
practical judgment; and, if his face be of the 
shape that smiles, he will be a shrewd and cau- 
tious observer.

JULIA KATANAOH, THE NOVELIST, 


I was slightly acquainted with the late Miss 


Julia Kavanagh, aud knew very well some ot 
her few intimate friends. 
Wheio she got irn- 


piessious for her novels, none of us were able 
to make out. 
From g'ulhood to the time of her 


death, which happened iu her hl'ty iourth year, 
she hardly went into society of any kind, llei 
father, I understood, was a man ol good family, 
who had the free-handed ways of Irishmen of 
his time. He got into dimcuUies, anil made 
his way to Paris with his wife ui.d only daugh- 
ter, Julia, w ho fell into liteiaiy harness before 
she was out of her teens. 
What became of 


him after he settled France I never heArd. 
Miss KaTanajh stuck to hei mother, who was 
not a lady by birth or breeding, but a womau 
ol considerable mental grasp. Her name was 
Bridget Fitzpatrick. She was a devout Cath- 
olic, I was told, of the old-fashioned Irish school. 
When I knew her she was blind and old, but 
s'.ill fine looking. 
There was a pielmesque 


rusgedness in her appearance that was takitig. 
On the stage it might have brought her a lor- 
tune. 
With people whom she felt were able 


to understand her she was animated and de- 
lightfully original. In the company of insiped 
mediocrities she was taciturn and distant. The 
faculty of terse woid-pamting was one of her 
gifts, aud when she lit up she was a humorist, 
if she had written novels I believe they would 
have ranked among the best of her time. Julia, 
the novelist, was timid almost to shyness, but 
not nervously so. She was a born lady. 
Her 


manners were -subdued, self-possessed, and 
tinged with gayety. 
She 
had the softest 


anu sweetest eyes imaginable, of a shifting tint, 
which was sometimes gray and sometimes 
hazel, and at night dark brown. 
The mouth 


confirmed what the eyes revealed. 
The nose 


was slight retroutse aud broad at the nostiils, 
and the forehead high, bulging, white, and un- 
wriukled, 1 remeuiher thinking it a treat to 
hear her speak, so dulcet was her voice, so choice 
aud graceful was her diction, and so sincere 
was her mode of expressing what she thought 
and felt. A shade of lassitude dia not take from 
the chaim of her manner. To a late peiiod of 
her life, time respected her nut-brown silky 
hair. 


One year with another, Miss Kavanah earned 


about three hundred pounds annually, a third 
of which, i heard, she saved. She lived in a 
pretty little apartcment with ber mother, her 
flowers, her books, and piano, receiving feiv vis- 
itors, and payui" fewer visits. Every summer 
she and Mrs. Kavanogh went to a quiet fishing 
village on the coast ofNormandy. There Julia 
saw a little of the outer world, without mixing 
in it. She used to talk, however, with the flsli- 
ere and their wives, and with a family living in 
a romantically situated mill. In speaking Eng- 
lish there was no trace of Ireland on her tongue; 
but tht pitch of the voice was Irish. Her French 
was the purest Parisian. Ink stains were not 
to be detected on her small white hands, aud 
she avoided talking literary "shop." 
The 
" shell" In which she lived, I believe she thor- 
ough); enjoyed. Miss Julia Kavanagh dressed 
very plainly and neatly.. Anything looked well 
on her. 
She could wear cotton gowns, when 


only silks were fashionable, without passing for 
a dowd. One of her negative qualities—and an 
unusual one it was in an authoress—was the 
absence ot literary jealousy. Iu talking of Mrs. 
Henry Weud, George Eliot, and a welt-known 
mistress of sensational fiction, her voice lost 
none of its softness. Hiss Kavanagh was her- 
self, incomparably superior to any of ber he- 
roines. It was her misfortune to have made 
her debitt In literature when tbe " Keepsake '

THE ORIGINAL MERMAID. 


"ItllM Miuintcc" AitoiilHlilug- London. 


The London Daily JVews says : An impor- 


tant addition has just been rn,<de made, rival- 
ling, peihaps, in interest Ihe celebrated gorilla 
" 1'ongo," to the natural history department of 
the Aquarium, this novclly being a gigantic 
manatee.or \Vesl India mei maid,which arrived 
at Glasgow last Monday, and is tiie second 
specimen ever brought to Europe of tills now 
nearly extinct kind of animal. It is, in fact, a 
veiy good example of tlie specie,!, being about 
nine feet long, and weighing about half a ton, 
while It is roughly conjectured to bo about sis 
years old. 
Tho manatee is scientifically the 


American and African lepresentalive of Ihe 
gioupof syreriiaj; the dngong being tho east- 
el n one, and btill existing on the coasts of In- 
dia and Australia. The rliymtbe, or 1101 thorn 
manatee, is nnw quite extinct, but was often 
found in Behring's Slraits up to about a centu- 
ry aso. This female specimen was caught In 
,1 net on the Dauntless Bank, off Ihe Island of 
Lcgnan, north of Eisequibo River, Biitish Gu- 
iana, by some native fisherman. It is very 
raiely seen now in that tropic.il aistrict. being 
the first specimen found within thiee years. 
After its capture it was taken to Domerara and 
there purchased by Capfain Picott, of the Di- 
rect Line West Indies Steamboat Company. 


for aTimi! on the leaves and fi uit of Ihe moco- 
moeo and alsr, on Ihose of Ihe mangrove, 
brought from Demarara, 
When these weie 


exhausted it fed on bread and hay, chiefly the 
latter. D in lug the voyage constant attention 
was 
reqnned 
to see that Iho water In 


which it was conveyed was kept at a pro|wr 
tomneratuii*, namely, from 70 to To degrees 
Fahrenheit. Lastbund.iy morning Ihe manager 
of Ihe Aquarium received an intimation of its 
departure from Demeraia, and thereupon he 
arranged 
Hist Mi. John T. Carrinjton, the 


naturalist of the. society, should proceed to 
Glasgow to await the nriival of the Blenheim. 
After the ship had been met in the Clyde a 
lively corapotion commenced among the nq'iar- 
inm. managers, the result being that Mi. Car- 
uiigton secured the si":ui»er. It took Ihhty- 
lire men to raiso the l.ncje tank in which the 
animal was conveyed lo a covered carnage- 
titick which was in wailing at the &t, Enoch's 
staliou of llie Midland Railway. 
Mi. Smith, 


Ihe station-mastei, allnrded all possible assis- 
tance, and in diiecouisii the cre.itnre arrived in 
London. 
This cuiious animal has mam into 


veiy nuich like those of the human being, and 
this peculiarly, combined wilh its curious 
habil of lifting the 
foie p,»t of the body 


out of ihe water while seaiching for food, 
doubtless gave rise to Llm faules of the mer- 
maid. However ridiculous the ancient notions 
may now be considered, they aie nevertheless 
to be satisfactorily explained. Tlio manatee, 
with its fish-like tail, tho loundish head and 
the raammteof the breast, naturally suggested 
fables of mermaids or s>rens lining tho mari- 
ne.r to his destruction. The iuanal.ee is men- 
tioned in " Westward, Ho!" by the late Canon 
Kingsley, who devoted so much of the latter 
part of his life to wanderings ill tho West In- 
dies, 
Mr. Robertson, the general manager, 


and Mr. Carrington, tho naturalist of the 
Aquarium, may well be congiauilated on tlie 
acquisition of what is only the fourth specimen 
of this animal taken within the last ten years, 
though historical records show that it abound- 
ed in the buccaneering age.

If a woman in- 
sists upon having a fussy, finbolowed costume, 
Worth is obliged to make n, however disgusted 
he may be. " My life is anything hut a bed of 
roses," he said, thu oilii-r day. " What I have 
to endure fioiii some women is simulv Incredi- 
ble, when It Is raincmbiucd that they call them- 
selves 'ladies.' One person sailed in lately, 
and gave mi nrder, saying, ' I don't liko your 
taste at nil, Mr. Worth; I want so-nnd-so.'

ho became somewhat of a monomaniac on all 
t»x matters. His Imagination pictures every 
member of Congress or official who has to do 
with affaiis of tho defunct Shepherd govern- 
ernmout, as so many members of the " King of 
Fraud." Mr. llunton assisted In passing a Dili 
regulating tax assessments, thereby arousing 
Mr. Alexander's Ire, and he at once rushed 
Into print with an article, charging •' King " 
upon Mr. llunton, which, of course, eliciled' a 
spirited response.

The trunks and drawers had been 
emptied, and the contents scattered over the 
floor; tho furniture was saturated with kero- 
sene-oil, aud besmeared with salt, sugar, and 
jelly; tho bedding was ripped and cat open w ith 
knives, and the feathers spread broadcast; ink 
was pourod over the carpets, lounges, and 
chairs; the lamps wera broken into fragments ; 
a card caso and other metallic ornament 9, inclu- 
ding a fine clock, were twisted out of shape and 
bulled into the cellar; valuable photographs 
aud pictures were torn to pieces aud sliawu 
about; the sewing machine was mutilated; 
and a family relic in the aliapu of a silver watch 
was taken to pieces, the works thrown on a ta- 
ble, and the case left on the floor. 
In fact the 


entire premses gave evidonce of one of the 
most unjust, wanton, and destructive outrages 
ever perpetrated on rllvi>te property, 'ilia 
walls were defiled by filthy and obscenu inscrip- 
tions. The house was full of gas caused by 
the leaving of a stop-cock turned on. 
Every- 


body is at a loss to assign a motive for such 
mean behavior. Mr. Cbicbesler and family aie 
held in universal esteem by all classes, and his 
iniiusliitiai labors have been clowned with 
laige accessions to the church. Theie is a 
burning feeling of Indignation in his congiega- 
tion at, this base indignity put, upon so worthy, 
blameless, and excellent a family. The most 
extiaordinaiy featuie of the outrage is its pine 
deviltry, inasmuch as nothing wai removed or 
purloined from the picmises to indicate a felon- 
ious attempt Lo lob or steal."

Of the 180 varieties of Ameiican 
giapes grown in the enpi rimenlal gardai at 
Monlpeliar, tlie Cynlhiana, Jacques, Norftn's, 
Virginia, Heimon and Ilerbeniout prove the 
best and are more ej.tensively distributed by tlie 
Government.

the Jay Cook* estate held an adjourned general 
meeting at noon Monday. Tbe trustees sub- 
mitted a plan for a »pc«dy settlement of the es- 
tate bj means of an appraisement ou whose 
basis scrip, which is to be taken in exchange for 
assets, U to be issued pro rata among the credi- 
tors. Almost tbe entire time of tho meeting, 
wbich was in session nearly three hours, was 
consumed in discussing tbe character of the 
charges made for tbe services of tbe committee, 
its counsel and the clerical force engaged on the 
estate. A Dumber of the creditors characterized 
them as excessive and exorbitant; bnt a resolu- 
tion expressing such lo be the sense of the meet- 
Ing was not adopted, nor vas its adoption pres- 
sed after Sir. Lewis, Uie trustee, and Messrs. 
Bullittaod Ashurst had severally made state- 
ment showing that- the trustee, instead of re- 
ceiving f 140,000, wliich would bare been bis 
fees at the ordinary 6 per cent rate, was credited 
with but $33,000.

DOG SUPl'LYIHG POOD TO A LOST 


CHILD. 


One of tin' most sti iking instances which we 


have heard, say the Messrs. Chainbeis in their 
"Anecdotes of Dogs,1' of sagacity and persona! 
attachment in ttie shepherd's doe, occurred 
about half a century ai;o among thp Grampian 
mountains. In one of his excursions to Ilia dia- 
lanl flocks, i shepherd took with liiin one uf 
his children 
After traversing tlie lillla for some 


time, attended by his dog, the shepherd found 
himself under the necessity of ascending a 
summit some distance to have a were extensive 
view of his range. As the accent was too fa- 
tiguing for tlie child, l.c left him on a small 
plain al lli'i bottom, with the strict injunction 
not lo stir from it Ull his return. Scarcely, 
however, h.id lie gained the summit when the 
huiizon wa^ suddenly djikened by one of those 
impenetrable uiists whiuh frequently descend 
so rapidly .imid tiicse mountains, as, in the 
space of a f«w minute, almost to turn day into 
night. Th" anxious father instantlj hastened 
back lo find his child, but, owing to Urn unusual 
darkness and his own trepidation, he unfortu- 
nately missed his way in the descent. After a 
fruitless senrch of many hours among the dan- 
gerous inoi uses and cataracts with which these 
mountains abound, he was at last overtaken by 
ni|/lit. Still wandering on without knowing 
whither, he at length cam« to the veige of mist, 
and by the light of the moon, discoversi that he 
had rcacheil Uie bottom of tho valley, and was 
within a sl.ort distance of his cottage. To ro- 
iii",v thu se iirli that ni^ht vim equally Irunl 
and dan^c uus. I]e was therefore ohligcrl lo 
return to li.s coltu^e, having lust both his child 
and his dot, which had attended him faithfully 
for ycais. Next morning, by dajbreak, Ihc 
ahcplicid, ; cconipanlrd by a band of his nui;:li- 
bor:,, sot out in soaich of his child ; but afler 
day spent in Iruitlebs faligue, he was at last 


mpclled, liy the appinach uf night, to descend 


and even superstition with which it was re- 
garded by the Asiatics. 
Without dmibl It was 


one ol the trees in the Garden, of JSJtn to 
nourish and cheer our (list parents In their 
pristiii' purity and happiness. It is, however, 
"not mentioned in the Uibb', but in which we 
have n*i account of its congener, the almond, 
winch is mentioned sever;*! times aq rurly as 
thed.iyiof Jacob. The pnch, hkn civilization 
Itself, icvell-d from tin' centre of its origin 
wcslw ird Into Europe, and we find it men- 
tioned in Homan history in the reign of the 
Empemr Claudius. 
U was highly valued by 


the patiicians of Kome, and was cultivated by 
them ai oue of their choicest luxuries, and is 
still a standard tree in Italy, whonce it was in- 
troduced into England, about the middle of 
the sixteenth century, and has been cultivated 
»i an I'xotic ever since ; but the cool, moist 
climate prerents Its general cultivation, and it 
only gi own on walls or under glass, and the 
fruit is seldom seen except on the tables of the 
arislocr acy. 
Even in France, where the cli- 


mate !•• milder than England, It is not always 
reared without protection, and thu fruit has 
never gone into general use. hut Is a delicacy 
confined only to the wealthy, and the cultiva- 
tion being confined principally to gardens. 'In 
China it is extensively cultivated in the gar- 
dens of the rich, but little is yet known of their 
manner of propagation, owing to the exclusive 
policy pursued by that ancient cmpiic. 
The 


Chinese are great gardeners, and it is known 
that thi-y produce peaches of very largo si/,e. 
And now, since the amelioration of Iheir social 
relations and influences toward other nations, 
we may expect to learn much from them ron- 
cernlng the growth of the peach that will be in- 
teresting, if not useful, and the, curiosity, inge- 
nuity and enterprise of our countrymen will 
soon iliscovei whatever is to be found out in 
lelation thereto. It is much to the credit of 
the people of the United Stutes, that it is the 
only country In the world that, either In an- 
cient or modern times, has produced peaches of 
good quality, ami sufficient quantity to allow 
them to become u common marketable com- 
modity I so cheap that the poor, as well as the 
rich, may regale themselves and their fatnilies 
with one of the most wholesome and delicious 
of fruiti at a very small expense, and with [lie 
best prospect that in the future ihey will soon be 
more abundant and cheap. 
On my father's 


farm, fifty or sixty years ngo, there uus an 
abundance of peaches almost every ytw,and 
very few failures to have a crop, 'ihe trees 
were planted iu the corners of the old I'.ishioned 
Virginia worm fence, and were more exempt 
from tire ravages of the worms than at the pres- 
ent time, and the trees would grow to be twen- 
ty or thirty years old, and a foot or more in di- 
ameter across the slumps. We bad an appro- 
priate spot to plant peach stones, ,ind always 
had a wilderness of thrifty young peach trees 
to plant from to keep up a supply of trees, but 
the fruit was almost exclusively seedling at Ihat 
time, and very little produced by artificial bud- 
ding like the present. Much of thu fruit was, 
however, very delicious, and v>e boys would re- 
gale ourselves from very early In the season 
until late in tbe fall, as we bad a great variety 
of free-stones, and cllug.stones, jullow, white 
or blue, tart, subbacid or sweet. From recol- 
laction it seems that peaches were luoie juicy 
and dolk lous at that time than now, but peaches 
direct from the tree would be of different taste 
from those which were brought hundreds of 
miles in close railroad curs, and much bruised 
by being hurriedly packed in baskets, crates, 
etc. 
I n fact everything plucked fresh from tree 


or vino among the substances of edibles, is 
much better than transported by rail or cotmliy 
wagons Iu boxes, baskets, <fcc., consequently 
we find many inferior tasted peaches for sale iu 
our market. In the olden time, I think far- 
mers raised more poaches on their farms than 
Is done at tbe present day, and the reason is 
obvious, since the borer has become so destine- 
live to fruit, and even forest trees. They don't 
find It profitable to grow the peach, and be- 
eide that, another reason : The great peacli 
growing regions furnishes a good supply to the 
people at n reasonable price, which makes far- 
mers more remiss in their attention to the 
growth and cultivation of this lucious fruit. I 
have growing on mv premises only one seed- 
liug tree that can o to ma by accident, but from 
which I gather as fine peaches, if not finer, 
than I can buy, and I might just as well have 
twenty more of such trees by design, which 
would produce an abundant supply for my 
family, but peach trees lequiro more attention 
tbit.n farmers are apt to bestow on them, hence 
the failure to raise the fruit. On nearly every 
farm there are nooks and corners that might 
piofitably be filled with peach trees, since Ihc 
trees can 90 easily be raised by planting the 
stones in rich soil, and by which there would 
be a good supply of thirty young trees to plant, 
as occasion would require to keep a good num- 
ber or standard growing trees to furnish suffi- 
cient fruit for family use. But although peach 
trees are In general very short-lived on account 
of the ravages of the worms, yet a little atten- 
tion by the farmer will checkmate the depre- 
dation, and allow th« trees to have a rapid 
growth until they attain a good size, and yield 
remunerating crops. Ah! how pleasing is the 
the rUrotpect to think back to my palmy boy- 
hood days, iu tbe sunshine of kind and loving 
parents, but clad in homespun from brail 
to feet, " redolent i)f joy and youth," contrast- 
ing atrongly with tbe present extravagant age of 
misery, dress and finery. Farmers, let me tell 
you that it is no great trouble to have an abun- 
dance of fruit, jf we only give the inatUr atten- 
tion. 1 have peculiar ideas about sin here on 
this earth, but feel as if I am a great sinner for 
having neglected to provide myself and family 
lucious fruit, which tbe bounty of God in- 
tended for us to enjoy. But, Mr. Ed Hot, I 
have written mo-re about the poach than I first 
intended, but please excuse me/, and I will be 
more brief in tbe future.
